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the KitcWoj wouldj as often as (he was bid to bring her Salf, 
orcouWelfe come at itj fill her Pockets therewith, and cat 
itj as other childreo doe Sugar : whence (he was Co dried up, 
and grown fo ftiflf, that (he could not ftirfc her litabs, and 
was thereby ftarved to death. 

That Learned and Obferving Doftor John Beat, upon the 
peru(al of theforementioned ^uffih^ 6. was picafcd to com- 
municate this Note 

To your Obfervationjof Milk in Vcines, I can add a Pj5<<r- 
»p«»f»ff«offomc refembianceto it, which I received above 
20i years agoe from Thomss Daj^ an Apothecary in Cattf^ 
hridg ; vid. That hitnfclf let a man bloud in the arme , by 
order of Dodor Ea^s a Phyfitian there. The mans bloud 
was white as Mi/k, asitrunoutof hisarme, it had alittlcdi- 
lute rednefsjbut 'immediatelyj as it fell into the VdTd, it was 
prefently white ; and it continued like drops of Milk on the 
pavcm<rnr, where ever it fell. The con jedhire which the 
faid Phyfitian had of the caafe of this appearance, was, that 
the Patieiithad much fed on Fifb ; affirsning withal l,that he 
had foon been a Leper, if not prevented by Phyfick* 

A way offreferi'iTtg Ice and S?tovfi by Ch^ff'e. 

The Ingenious Mr. l^ilUaw Vail did communicate the re- 
lation hereof, as h ' had received it from his Brother^ now re- 
fiding at Livorre^ as follows j 

TheSnoWjOrTce-houfes are here cotnmoniy built on the 
fide of a (leep bill, being only a deep hole in the ground, by 
which meancs, thcyea'ily make a palTageout from the bot- 
tom of it, to carry aw3y all the water, which, if it fliould re- 
main f^agnating therein, would melt the Ice and Snow : but 
they thatch it wich (^raw^ in the (hape of a Saucepan- cover ^ 
that the rain may not come at it.The fides (fuppofing it dry} 
they line not with any thing, as is doneinSt 'jea/ves's Park, 
by reason of the moiflnefs of the ground. This Pit they fill 
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fall of Snow or Tee (taking care that the Ice be made of the 
pureft water, becaufc they put it into their wine ^ ovcr- 
fpreading firft'the bottom very well with chaffe ; by which 
I mean not any part of the ftraw, but what remains upon 
the winnowing of the Corm and I think, they here ufe Ear- 
Icy- chafFe* This done, they further, as they put in the 
Ice . or the Snow , ( which latter they ram down , ) line it 
thick by the fides with fuch Chaffe , and afterwards cover 
it well with the fame, and in half a years lying fo, 'tis found 
not to want above an eight part of what it weighed, when 
firft put in. When ever they take it out into the Aire, they 
wrap it in this Chaffe, and it keeps to admiration. The ufc 
of it in England would not be fb much for cooling of drinks, 
as 'tis here generally ufcd j but for cooling of fruit, fwcct- 
meats &c. So far this Author. 

The other ufual way both in //^^and other Countries , 
to coaferve Snow and Ice with Strarv or ReeJ, is fct dowo 
fo punftually by Mr. Boyle in his Experiment tl Hifiory ofCoUy 
pag. 408. 409. that nothing is to be added. It (cems Pliny 
could not pafs by thefe Conjerodtories ^ and the cooling of 
drinks with Ice, without paffing this fevere, though elegant 
and witty, Animadvcrfion upon them: Hi Nives, ilUglaciem 
totafttf jcenafquc montium in volnptatem gul<e vertunt : Servti- 
tnr slgor £JhihHt , excogitaturqm ut alienif tmnftbui nix di- 
gest , lib. 19. cap. 4. Bat the EpigrMMwatiJi Cpoits with it 
thus)
